What You Pay For The Support Of Public Schools 


A year ago we called your attention to the fact 
that the public schools are not one-fourth as “free” 
as Catholic schools. They are “free” only in the 
sense that you do not pay monthly tuition for each 
child who attends them. The property owner pays 
through an assessment against his home or store 
building or farm: the renter by being caused to pay 
a higher rental for his home than would be necessary 
if the schools were in any sense “free.” 


A Fort Wayne real estate man recently wrote 
us this letter, which is another way of looking at 
the matter: 


“In view of the continuous discussion regarding 
the parochial and public schools, a thought 
occurred to me that Catholics “individually ought 
to know what they pay, in the way of taxes, to-

wards the public schools. I will use Fort Wayne 
as an example. 

In my own case my home and personal effetcs 
are assessed $4990.00 for taxation. The ool rate 
being paid in Fort Wayne this year is $1.425 made 
up as follows: Teachers Retirement, *.07; tuition, 
85; Special School Fund, .475; ion .03. This 
does not include the .17 Library Fund. On this 
basis I am paying $71.10 in 1953; in other words, 
for every $1,000.00 assessment on your property you 
pay $14.25 for Public School purposes. This does not 
include my business, which naturally would increase 
the amount I am paying for public school purposes. 

“This year the School Board contemplates an in- 
crease of .15 per hundred on account of the erec- 
tion of new buildings.” 


It costs about $150.00 a-year to educate each 
child in the elementary school, and more than 
$200.00 a year for each child in the public high 
school. Catholics pay their share as well as all others. 


The tax would be considerably larger, and it would 
cost every Catholic family in Fort Wayne, much 
more whether he owns his home or not, thar’ he 
would pay in tuition in a Catholic school. 


Jf a) the children in our Catholic schools went to 
the fablic high school; if the Catholic schools in 
Fort Wayne, or South Bend, or Gary, or East Chi- 
cago, or Hammond, were closed, the city would have 
to build many more schools and employ many more 
teachers and janitors, pay thousands of dollars more 
for fuel and light and insurance, repairs, etc. Hence 
the parochial schools save these cities a vast amount 
of money every year.

Stay At Castelgandolfo 


ing the pontificate of Pope Pius 


His Holiness Pope Pius XII left XI 


here on July 25 for his summer 
residence at Castelgandolfo, 15 
miles south of Rome. 


The famous pal summer pal- 
ace, which overlooks Lake Albano, 
has been a Vatican possession 
since early in the i7th century, 
when it was purchased from the 
Savelli family, who sold the prop- 
erty to meet pressing debts. 


The Holy Father left the Vati- 
can Palace in a black limousine, 
escorted by a special police squad 
on motorcycles delegated by Ital- 
ian government authorities. On 
his arrival at Castelgandolfo, he 
drove through an avenue lined by 
Swiss Guards and Papal gendar- 
mes. 

At various points along the 
route, groups of farmers and coun- 
try folks gathered to wave and 
cheer as the Pope drove by. On 
‘reaching Castelgandolfo, the Pon- 
tiff appeared briefly on the bal- 
cony to acknowledge the greetings 
of crowds and townspeople gath- 
ered in the piazza below. 

Prior to the Pope's arrival in 
Castelgandolfo, the Mayor of the 
town, issued a message in 


which he expressed a welcome on 
behalf of the inhabitants. He re 


ferred to the Holy Father as the 


Castelgandolfo was used by the 
Popes until 1869, when the occu- 
pation of Rome by Italian troops 
ushered in a period of “protest” 
which caused it to be unused for 
about 60 years. The recent epoch 
of the castle dates from the La- 
teran Pact of 1929 

Following restoration work to 
repair the ravages of time during 
the riod when it was abandon- 
ed, Castelgandolfo again received 
the Pontifical Court in the summer 
of 1934, with the arrival of Pope 
Pius XI. The present Pope spent 
some time there in 1939, but after 
the outbreak of World War II, he 
refrained from going to Castelgan- 
dolfo so that he could be nearer 
the faithful of his Diocese of 
Rome. He did not resume his 
Visits until 1946 

The Holy Fathers apartment at 
Castelgandolfo is on the second 
floor. The floor above is reserved 
for the astronomers of the Vatican 
Observatory. The internal layout 
is similar to that of the Vatican. 
As in the Vatican, the walls are 
hung with hea red damask 
carrying the Papa! crest.

Lack Of Religious Reflects 
Decline Of Vocation Sense’

“They talk a 
good deal about the role of devout 
parents in nurturing the disposi-

Archbishop Cushing cited ex

The familiar cynical question. 
“What's his racket’,” Archbishop 
Cushing said, “reflects a lament 
ably widespread feeling that we 
work only to live; that there is no 
point in work itself except what 
you get out of it in the way of 
financial returns, prestige, satis 
factions or access to power 

“We who are teachers, spiritual 
advisors and preachers to the 
young must correct this sad de 

generation of values,” the Arch 
bishop declared. “We can do this 
best if we restore to all life and to 
all occupations the sense of voca 
tion. This is another way of saying 
that we must make clear the real 
ity of purpose in life, of purposes 
appointed by God and of the tre 
mendous spiritual dignity of per- 
sons who try to achieve the pur- 
poses God had in mind when He 
created them.” 

This is especially difficult, Arch 
bishop Cushing pointed out, “be- 
cause the political and moral cli- 
mate of our times is not consistent 
with the idea of purpose or the idea 
of vocation. 

“In an age of Socialism, the em- 
phasis is on the Impersonal, the 
collective, the blindly operating 
forces of social history,” the Arch- 
| bishop emphasized. “In an age of 
regimentation it is very difficult 
to talk about individual responsi- 
bility and the significance of one, 
Single personal life. Here lies the 
| challenge to us. We must offset the 
effects of Socialism, whether it be 
‘creeping Socialism or Socialism at 
full speed, by continually hammer- 
ing at the importance of each per- 
son, the love of God for each indi- 
vidual soul, the fact of vocation in 
each lonely life. 

“We must reawaken our young
